Director of the Governor's Ofice of Munagenent and Budget

This Section does not apply
to any funds that are restricted by federal |law to a specific
use or to any funds in the Mot or Fuel Tax Fund.
Notw t hstanding any other provision of this Section, the
total transfer under this Section fromthe Road Fund or the
State Construction Account Fund shall not exceed 5% of the
revenues to be deposited into the fund during that year.
